Drugs Known As “‘Ice”’ & ‘‘Croak’’

In keeping with society and its never-ending 
search for the bigger, faster, and better high, 
methamphetamine—or speed, as it is more readi- 
ly known—now comes in a new, improved for- 
mula. This new version originated in Hawaii and 
has been nicknamed ‘“‘Ice.” 

The small speed crystals come in a smokeable 
form, and “Ice” is expected to be ‘‘The Drug of 
Preference” in the 1990’s. Combine a quicker, 
more intense high with the fact that speed is 
manufactured through the use of chemicals in 
any one of hundreds of clandestine labs ... and the 
potential for epidemic use becomes very real. 
These labs, or “crankhouses,” are located mostly 
on the West Coast in the Southern California area. 

Statistics indicate that almost 400 speed labs 
were busted in California in 1988, an increase of 
400% compared to five years earlier. The cost of 
speed is generally lower than cocaine and 
“Crack” because it is cheaper to produce and 
distribute. There is no cost involved in paying a 
grower or someone to smuggle it into the country; 
you simply buy the chemicals, set up a small lab 
in the space available, process the ingredients, 
and flood the streets and watch the profits roll in. 

Recently, there has been evidence that ‘‘Ice”’ 
has surfaced on the West Coast, an indication 
that the new, improved formula has found its way 
to the mainland. Still another reason for its 


popularity is the fact that the high can last for up 
to 12 hours as opposed to the 20-minute high one 
receives from “Crack.”

Yet another drug being introduced into society 
is a combination of speed and crack called 
“Croak.” Originating in Southern California, 
“Croak” is a smokeable form of a combination of 
the two highly potent drugs. The potential for 
death after even one use makes the name of this 
new drug most appropriate. 

There are obviously no quality control methods 
exercised in any of the clandestine labs produc- 
ing these drugs, thus adding yet another problem. 
Ingredient amounts and the conditions under 
which they are mixed are questionable at best. 

Illegal labs have been discovered in garages, 
cellars, bathrooms, and virtually anywhere one 
could be afforded water, heat, and a reasonable 
amount of anonymity. People involved in the 
manufacture of these drugs are usually transient 
in nature, such as motorcycle gangs who can be 
in and out of an area in a short period of time. 

“Ice” and ‘‘Croak” are only two of the newest 
drugs chosen by people to fill the void created by 
a lack of self-esteem. As long as there are people 
unable to make the trip on their own, there will be 
new drugs created to take them higher, farther, 
and faster than ever before.

The Choice For Auto Insurers: 
It’s Really No Choice At All!!! 


(D-Springfield) 


1 would like to take this opportunity to respond 
to and clarify certain misconceptions as a result 
of inquiries to my District Office with regard to the 
“choice” proposal for automobile insurance 
reform. 

Providing consumers with a choice when pur- 
chasing automobile insurance does have appeal. 
As has been argued in the past, the best remedy 
for the system is a return to competition, whereby 
consumers are able to shop around for the best 
deal for their auto insurance dollar. However, the 
new “choice” proposal offered by the insurance 
industry is not competition, nor is it a step 
towards reduction of premiums. 

The industry proposes to offer a ‘‘choice”’ to the 
consumer to purchase a policy either under no- 
fault with a verbal threshold or under the old tort 
liability system. What really occurs is that the 
consumer must elect the liability system outright 
or default automatically into the verbal threshold. 
Because the choices tend to be too complicated 
to understand and too cumbersome for the in- 
dustry to explain, the consumer decision is often 
made by default. 

New Jersey, the only state having the industry’s 
“choice” proposal, also has the highest auto in-

surance premiums in the country, even after its 
legislature was forced to roll back premiums in 
1989. Further, there has been an 18-month 
moratorium in New Jersey on payments to 
automobile injury claimants. New Jersey law ex- 
emplifies how the “choice” system does not 
reduce premiums; instead, it reduces benefits to 
the consumer. 

Lack of accountability is another pitfall of the 
“choice” system. If a person chooses no-fault 
with a verbal threshold, he can potentially limit 
the rights of anyone he injures in an accident, in- 
cluding passengers, pedestrians, and other 
drivers not able to make a binding choice for 
themselves. First-party benefits in which an in- 
dividual signs away his own rights is one thing, 
but to allow that individual to sign away everyone 
else’s rights—especially when he caused the ac- 
cident—is not an equal “choice” playing field. 

| support a Massachusetts Consumer Selection 
Plan. Under this plan, a menu of options is of- 
fered. Only liability coverages are compulsory to 
protect those who suffer. financial loss due to pro- 
perty damage or personal injury through the fault 
of another. 

This plan will also prevent consumers from pay-

ing for duplicative medical coverages which 
waste money and encourage fraud. Consumers 
are presently paying two or more premiums for 
similar coverages and are receiving benefits for 
only one coverage. If there is to be universal 
medical insurance, it should not be provided 
through the unmanaged costs of automobile in- 
surance, but rather through health insurance with 
managed control costs. Automobile insurance-is 
an inefficient and expensive way to provide for 
universal compensation, particularly in a com- 
pulsory liability system. 

We must eliminate thresholds and mandatory 
first-party benefits. Thresholds are widely known 
to increase litigation; foster fraud, waste, and cor- 
ruption; and yield higher profits to the insurers. 
Thresholds serve only as targets to encourage 
people to inflate claims, while health care pro- 
viders are guaranteed payment at premium rates. 

We must move toward open competition and 
provide auto consumers with significant, multi- 
year rate relief—a fair and honest individual 
responsibility system in which consumers select 
coverages they can afford, not coverages required 
by expensive government mandates.

To Observe National 
Women’s History 


In celebration of National Women’s History 
Month in March, the Agawam Junior Women’s 
Club is honoring Julia Ward Howe, best known as 
the author of the “Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 

Ms. Howe lived from 1819-1910 and spent her 
adult life in Boston. She was a prominent aboli- 
tionist who lectured extensively and wrote several 
works of social criticism, three books of verse, a 
biography, and several other works. . 
’ Julia Ward ‘Howe was outspoken on public 
issues, which was extraordinary for a 19th-century 
woman. She worked for many public causes (prin- 
cipally related to women’s rights), supporting 
equal educational, professional, and business op- 
portunities for women. She was president of such 
organizations as the New England Women’s Suf- 
frage Association and the American branch of the 
Women’s International Peace Association. 

Julia Ward Howe presided over the first 
meeting of the New England Woman’s Club in 
1868 and became its president in 1870 (a position 
she held until her death 40 years later). She was 
also elected the first president of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs when it was formed in 1893. 

This organization, now called the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs of Massachusetts, 
is the state organization of which our Agawam 
club is a part. The state organization is part of the 
national organization, the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

In 1893, Julia Ward Howe stated that a woman's 
aim is “to learn, to teach, to serve, to enjoy.” We 
can achieve this aim by joining other women in 
our volunteer efforts. We salute Ms. Howe’s ef- 
forts and achievements in her career of service to 
women and mankind.

REMEMBER THE MEANING OF “EMERGENCY“ 
Remember, your emergency fund is just that ... 
an emergency fund ... and thus, it should be used 
only for emergencies. It is important to build the 
account as quickly as possible, and use it only as 
necessary. | 

It should not be used as extra or “play” money. 
Family vacations, new clothes or other special ex- 
penses should be financed through money set 
aside from your regular take home pay, and must 
be kept separate from your emergency fund. 

You should budget for your emergency fund the 
same way you budget for other expenses, par- 
ticularly if you are starting with nothing in your 
fund. If money is super-tight, you may want to con- 
sider getting a temporary part-time job as a 
means of building up cash for your fund.

Making a short term commitment to some type 
of work, and putting all your income in your 
emergency fund, is a great way to build the “three 
months’ income” you need as well as a deep 
sense of security and satisfaction in knowing that 
you're covered in the event of an unexpected ex- 
pense. Once you maximize your emergency fund, 
you may want to continue working and deposit 
the vatiow into a long-term investment instru- 
ment. 


AVOID SAVINGS PLANS THAT 
“TIE UP” YOUR MONEY 

It is critical that your emergency fund is 
established so that it is accessible in the event 
it’s needed. Many savings and investment plans 
that pay a good rate of return have heavy 
withdrawal penalties. 

These won't work for your emergency fund. You 
should consider using a money market fund 
which have gained popularity in recent years as a 
safe, high-return investment instrument. The prin- 
ciple of money market funds is simple. Because 
the average person doesn’t have the huge sums of 
money required to invest in very high-rate savings 
instruments, money market fund groups accept 
smaller amounts from many investors and “‘pool” 
the money to invest in these higher vehicles.

However, savings plans at banks, savings 
and loans and credit unions will work, too ... just 
be sure to avoid the type of ‘‘savings certificates” 
that tie up your money for 12 months or longer. 


DON’T EXPECT TOO MUCH 
OF YOUR EMERGENCY FUND 

Don’t expect your emergency fund to cover 
every problem that might occur ... it should not 
cover major crises such as: medical problems, 
serious auto and home accidents, fire and the 
like. These catastrophes must be provided for in 
other ways, such as homeowners, health and auto 
insurance. 

Remember, the main point of an emergency 
fund is protection. Its purpose is to provide a 
“cushion” against unforeseen problems and 
disasters. 

Get started now establishing and building your 
emergency fund. The sooner you do that, the 
sooner you’ll be able to concentrate on your long- 
range financial plan ... and the sooner you'll earn 
for yourself and your family additional protection, 
security, happiness and peace of mind.

The Case For 
International Investing 


You may have noticed that the economies of 
the world are a lot closer to our daily lives than 
they used to be. Whether your job has been af- 
fected by overseas trade or your kids are talking 
about the latest Nintendo game, many of us have 
seen that what happens overseas can eventually 
affect us at home.

on your foreign investments. For example, if your 
investment is quoted in German marks and the 
mark rises against the dollar, then your invest- 
ment will be worth more dollars. 

However, if the dollar rises against the mark,

That’s because the marks you would receive if 
you decided to sell your investment would be 
worth less when you convert them back into 
dollars.

From IRS 


Money’s There For The Asking 

Filing a tax return may be a good idea, even 
when you don’t have to. Many low-income earners 
such as students, retirees, and part-time 
employees are entitled to receive a full refund of 
the federal income taxes withheld during the year, 
but they must file a return to get it. 

Also, there are working families with income 
too low to pay taxes that can send in a return to 
get money from a special tax benefit called the 
earned income credit (EIC). 

If you file for either of these reasons only, you 
may be able to use Form 1040A. If you are single 
and file only to get a refund of tax withheld, you 
may be able to use Form 1040EZ. 

IRS Publication 17, Your Federal Income Tax, has 
details on which form to use and on qualifying to 
get a full refund of your withheld taxes and/or EIC. 
It can be ordered by calling 1-800-829-3676. 

You can also call the IRS’s recorded informa- 
tion phone line, Tele-Tax. Call 1-800-829-4477 and 
listen to Topic 151, “Who must file?,”’ and Topic 
402, “Earned Income Credit.” 


Taxes For Teens 

Teachers have one other important lesson for 
their students—how to pay and file taxes. 

Through the Understanding Taxes high school 
program, high school students learn the basics of 
the tax system and tax form preparation. The 
modular package contains video programs on a 
VHS cassette; software to “walk” students 
through the 1040EZ, W-2 and W-4 tax forms; an in- 
structor’s overview booklet; and lesson plans with 
transparencies and duplicating masters. 


The Understanding Taxes program was 
developed and approved by the Joint Council on 
Economic Education, the IRS, the Agency for In- 
structional Technology, and representatives from 
all 50 states’ education and economic education 
agencies. 


Teachers interested in the program may call the 
IRS Taxpayer Education Coordinator at 
1-800-829-1040. Classroom volunteers may con- 
tact the IRS to find out where they can help. 


Tax Help Offered To Hearing Impaired 

Not only can deaf and hearing-impaired tax- 
payers read in Internal Revenue Service publica- 
tions about certain tax deductions they are allow- 
ed, but they can also call the IRS toll-free for 
answers to their federal tax questions. 


Throughout the United States, Puerto Rico and 
the U.S. Virgin Islands, deaf and hearing-impaired 
taxpayers can use their Telecommunication 
Device for the Deaf (TDD) equipment to dial up an 
IRS employee trained in TDD operation. These 
taxpayers can get answers to all types of tax 
questions, such as deductions for TDD equip- 
ment, hearing aids, cost and care of hearing ear 
dogs, and cost of sending children to special 
schools. They can also get information about bills 
or notices they receive from the IRS. 


For tax assistance, TDD equipment users in all 
states, including Alaska, Hawaii, the U.S. Virgin 
Islands, and Puerto Rico, can call 1-800-829-4059. 
Only deaf_and hearing-impaired taxpayers with 
access to TDD equipment can get tax help on this 
toll-free number. The hours of operation are listed 
in the tax package.

Disney has a hit with the intriguing adolescent 
adventure A Far Away Place. \ts only problem is its 
rating, G; since this film may be far too intense at 
times for younger viewers, PG or PG-13 would 
have been far more palatable. 

A Far Away Place opens with a panoramic vista 
of Africa as every National Geographic or Disney 
or Discovery Channel program has led us to ex- 
pect. A herd of elephants wanders into this lush 
Paradise and are promptly slaughtered by 
poachers who want their tusks for precious ivory. 
Even adults flinched at the desecration of such 
magnificent beauty. 3 

The scene then shifts to a family abode, with 
traditional mother, father, and daughter, all of 
whom are environmentally-conscious activists 
working to put an end to the poaching. 

Enter a visitor from America, a lifelong friend 
and his not-too-countrified son (who’s wired for 
sound by a walkman). 

The kids don’t exactly hit it off, and the girl’s 
youthful, precognizant aboriginal friend makes for 
an interesting threesome. And, as they shelterina 
cave for the night, the poachers arrive to wipe out 
the conservationists, burning down the African 
estate and slaughtering everyone. 

Thus the stage is set for the adventure of a 
lifetime, and the only recourse left to our three 
young heroes is to experience an adventure that 
will take them thousands of miles across the 
Kalahari desert to the sea. 

The eluding of the hunters; the search for 
shelter, food, and water; the threat of death; and 
the will to live are all played out in a coming-of- 
age film that is prime material for adolescents 
and all of us “older” kids. 

Needless to say, the cinematography is grand, 
with the rhythm of the film striking a vibrant 
balance between good and evil, life and death, 

and reasons to be. 

It may be predictable at times, and the first hint 
of love (and it’s only a hint, tempered with the 
friendship of survivors) is almost too sweet. But A 
Far Away Place is a terrific film; it’s just not for the 
very young. And the G rating is misleading.

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Big E Makes Pitch For 5 More Days Of Fair 


The Eastern States Exposition announced last 
Friday (March 12th) that it will seek the necessary 
licenses needed in order to add a third weekend to 
The Big E, “New Engiand’s Great State Fair,” 
beginning in September 1994. The announcement 
was made by President and CEO Wayne McCary 
at a morning press conference held in the Brooks 
Administration Building. 

McCary said the move to a three-weekend fair 
was being made for the following reasons: 

e To alleviate crowded conditions and heavy 
traffic on the two existing weekends by spreading 
attendance over three weekends. 

¢ To ensure The Big E has the future revenue 
needed to support extensive fair capital improve- 
ment Plans and maintain the high quality of the 
‘air. 

© To reduce the possibility of economic cata- 
strophe due to poor weather on weekends. 

e To plan for controlled, modest growth in at- 
tendance. 

William A. Franks, Jr., chairman of the board of 
the Eastern States Exposition, said the move 
represented a unanimous decision by the 
volunteer leadership to proactively plan for the 
decades ahead. : 

According to McCary, Exposition officials are 
taking steps now to ensure the future viability of 
the fair. The Eastern States Exposition will also 
embark on a two-phase $6.5 million capital im- 
provement project beginning in October 1993. For 
the first time in its history, The Big E will fund a 
significant capital improvement program with 
loans from a consortium of local banks. 

“We're making plans now that are necessary 
for our survival in the 21st century,” McCary said. 
“We must also ensure that we have an income 
stream to support our major plant improvement 
plans and sustain the quality operation that our 
public demands.” 

According to McCary, adding a third weekend is 
crucial to the long-term survival of The Big E, 
which has been plagued in recent years by bad 
weather on one or both weekends. 

“It?s no secret that poor weather on a weekend 
hurts our attendance and bottom line,” he stated. 
“That affects the amount of capital we have for 
grounds improvement, building projects, enter- 
tainment, and programming. Adding a third 
weekend would provide rain insurance.” 

McCary also said that a three-weekend fair 
would alleviate the overcrowding on the two ex- 
isting weekends by spreading out the crowds. 

‘We're atcapacity‘on Saturdays and Sundays, 
when 60% of our fairgoers attend. A three- 
weekend fair will offer a more comfortable and en- 
joyable fair experience. We are convinced a three- 
weekend fair will reduce daily attendance and 
traffic, yet allow for modest and necessary growth 
over the long term.”

plemented an aggressive “Park & Ride” bus pro- 
gram which has been successful in reducing daily 
and weekend traffic on Memorial Avenue. 
Fairgoers may now take the “Big E Express” daily 
from downtown Springfield. 

On weekends, there is bus service from Enfield, 
Agawam, and West Springfield High Schools. 
Peter Pan buses run to the fairgrounds daily from 
major New England cities. The Big E also provides 
exhibitor and employee shuttles. 

It is estimated The Big E provides a $47 million 
economic boost into the Greater Springfield 
economy during its 12-day run. That figure would 
Ineigase by nearly $5 million for a three-weekend 

air. 

The Eastern States Exposition is one of the 
largest taxpayers in West Springfield, with a 1992 
contribution of $187,413. ther fees and 
payments to West Springfield for Fire, Police, 
licenses, inspectors, etc., amounted to an addi- 
tional $288,424. In total, $475,837 was paid direct- 
ly to the Town of West Springfield in 1992. 

According to the International Association of 
Fairs and Expositions, fewer than 5% of the 1,200 
member fairs in North America pay taxes. Many 
fairs actually depend on tax dollars for their sur- 
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vival (as they are state-run and subsidized). 

The Big E receives no state funds. It is a private, 
not-for-profit agricultural, educational institution 
whose ruling body is a group of 190 trustees who 
are business and agricultural leaders from seven 
geographic regions in New England. The Eastern 
States Exposition trustees receive no remunera- 
tion for their services. 

The fair currently runs 12 days beginning on the 
second Wednesday after Labor Day and running 
through two weekends to end on a Sunday. Ex- 
position officials hope to extend the length of the 
fair to 17 days; it would begin on the second Fri- 
day after Labor Day, encompass three weekends, 
and end on a Sunday. This year’s fair will run 12 
days, September 15th through 26th, 1993. 

The Eastern States Exposition was founded in 
1916 and hosted the National Dairy Show. The 
following year, 1917, marked the debut of the Ex- 
position, a showcase for New England agriculture 
and industry. A total of 138,000 people attended 
the six-day event. 

In 1992, 956,745 attended The Big E. The fair 
(which once ranked number eight in North 
America) is now the 15th largest fair and one of 
four in the top 15 with a run of less than 17 days.

Although this would normally be an enjoyable trek for an archaeologist 
like Indy, he soon discovers (to his dismay) that the treacherous Nazis are 
also in pursuit of the powerful artifact. Danger and adventure then take 
over as we watch Indy escape from seemingly hopeless predica-ments that 
would put Houdini to shame. 

There are numerous aspects that make Raiders of the Lost Ark such a 
great film. The film boasts a spectacular script that is delivered peuectly 
by the cast members, especially Harrison Ford as Indiana Jones. Ford por- 
trays Indy as an invincible— and quite often hilarious—hero while simulta- 
neously humanizing the character. This charming attribute makes the 
viewer take an instant liking to Indy. 

As if all this isn’t enough to make for spectacular entertainment, the 
storyline delivers thrills, suspense, and action that grips the viewers from 
the opening segment to the end credits. John Williams conducts the 
energetic soundtrack with the skill that he is famous for.

in his second adventure, Indy is in search of the precious Ankara stone 
and hundreds of enslaved children. The story is enhanced with the same 
non-stop excitement resulting from the many perils that Indy faces. 

John Williams once again performs the soundtrack just as superbly as in 
oe come and, thus, makes the mentioned action scenes much more en- 
thralling. 

Indiana Jones and the Temple of Doom features the return of Harrison Ford 
as Indy. Ford brings an element of dry humor to the character that was pur- 
posely left unexplored in the first film, and the quality makes him even 
more appealing. Witty gestures and effective body language (such as his 
hilarious facial expressions) are ways that Ford simultaneously remains 
died to his original portrayal while making him more interesting for this 

ilm. 

The script proves to be a vital attribute to this film in that it contains 
humor and personalized dialogue that greatly assists in character develop- 
ment.

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The third outing finds Indiana Jones in search of both the Holy Grail and 
his father (played impeccably by Sean Connery). The obvious winning in- 
gredient that makes Jndiana Jones and the Last Crusade such a powerful se- 
quel is the successful acting compatibility between Ford and Connery. 

The yuo create what ultimately become the most powerful scenes of the 
film. Their humorous relationship as father and son illuminate the previous- 
ly unseen dependent side to the icon of Indiana Jones. This illumination 
creates an instantaneous appeal for the Henry Jones character and also 
serves as a reminder to the viewer that Indy is a sensitive human being 
under his rugged exterior. 

As usual, the presence of conductor extraordinaire, John Williams, cer- 
tainly doesn’t go unnoticed. The famous Indiana Jones theme excites the 
viewer more than ever while Williams orchestrates new motifs into the film. 

Many of the actors from Raiders of the Lost Ark return to reprise their roles 
in Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade, furthering the entertainment potential 
of the film. 

Of equal importance, as with any sequel, is the presence of strict con- 
tinuity among the subplots and characters. Regarding this area, Lucas’ 
classic Star Wars trilogy was victorious in achieving storytelling coherency. 
Apparently, his skill rubbed off on the Indiana Jones trilogy as well 
because continuity is successfully attained in these films. 

As an example of this, look for the scene in this film where Indy is shown 
a wall carving of the ark of the Covenant. It is during this scene that Indy 
Ma ictetenee to his familiarity with the Ark (an obvious referral to the 
irst film). 

There are innumerable aspects that make the trilogy so successful. The 
perfect balance with which they are presented can be credited to Spielberg 
and Lucas; and, with Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade, the duo have suc- 
cessfully completed a quality series that will be cherished for years to 
come!

Pizza - Part I 


This week’s column contains recipes and 
techniques for making basic pizza crust, with sug- 
gestions for some very different alternatives to 
traditional crusts. 

| recently started making my own pizza dough, 
and really enjoy doing it. Although | haven't got- 
ten silly enough to swirl it over my head yet, I’m 
working my way up to it. Il Probably wait until the 
ceiling needs some paint. 

The easiest way to make pizza crust is with a 
breadmaker. If you don’t own one, you can make 
your own crust without too much _ trouble, 
especially if you own a food processor. So put on 
your apron, sing a couple of verses of O Sole Mio, 
and give your family a real treat. 

For a traditional pizza dough made by hand, try 
the following. 


TRADITIONAL PIZZA DOUGH 
Y_ cup water (110-115F) 
Y2 teaspoon sugar 
Ye teaspoon salt 
Ye package active dry yeast 
Ys Cup warm water (110-115F) 
1 tablespoon olive oil (at room temperature) 
1% cups unbleached flour 
Additional flour 
Additional water 

Pour the first 4 cup of water into a medium 
bow! and add the sugar and salt, stirring to 
dissolve the sugar. Sprinkle the yeast over the 
water mixture, stirring once to blend, and let sit 
for 5 minutes until the top is bubbly and the yeast 
has bloomed. . 

Stir in the remaining warm water and the oil. 
Place the flour in a large bow! and add the water 
and oi! mixture to it. Stir, adding enough flour to 
make a soft dough that will pull away from the 
sides of the bowl. If it is too dry, add a little water 
a tablespoon at a time. 

Turn the dough out on a well-floured work sur- 
face, and sprinkle the top with a little additional 
flour. Knead until it becomes springy, elastic, and 
very smooth. It should be light in weight. If it is too 
heavy, you have used too much flour, and it will 
not rise properly. 

Form into a smooth ball and let rest on the work 
surface while you wash and clean the large bowl. 
Spray with a non-stick spray. Put the ball of dough 
into the bow! and turn it over to coat with the 
cooking spray. Cover with plastic wrap or a warm, 
damp, clean dishtowel. Let the dough rise in a 
warm, draft-free place until double in volume, 
about 1% to 2 hours. 

If the dough rises before you are ready, punch it 
down in the bowl by kneading, making sure all of 
the air is gone. Turn it over and reshape it into a 
ball and let rise again. If the top is dry, use a little 
Olive oi! to grease it. You can punch the dough 
down, cover the bowl, and refrigerate for up to two 
days before letting it rise at room temperature. 

For a thin, crisp pizza crust, punch the dough 
down, turn out and spread over a pizza pan or bak- 
ing sheet. Cover with filling and topping, baking at 
once. 

For thicker, softer pizza crust, punch the dough 
down and turn out, shaping as above, and then 
cover lightly with a clean dishtowel. Let rise about 
30 minutes before covering with filling and topp-

If you have a food pro- 
cessor, you can save some time. You can sing O 
Sole Mio with this version, too. Just pick up the 
tempo a little. 


BASIC PIZZA DOUGH 
FOOD PROCESSOR METHOD 
1 cup warm tap water (110-115F) 
1 package active dry yeast 
3-3%2 cups all-purpose white flour 
Ye teaspoon salt ° 

Fit the work bowl of your processor with either 
a steel blade or a special dough blade, if your pro- 
cessor ‘has one. 

Pour in the hot tap water (up to 115F) and 
sprinkle with yeast. Turn the machine on and off 
once or twice to dissolve the yeast. 

Add 3 cups of flour and the salt to the work 
bow! and process continuously until the dough 
forms a ball. (Often, with a steel blade, the dough 
won’t go into a ball, but will form a layer under or 
over the blade). : 

Test the dough by squeezing a portion in your. 
hand. If it sticks, add a dusting of flour and pro- 
cess until it is no longer sticky. Dough that is too 
dry has the tendency to crumble. If it’s dry, add 
water a tablespoon at a time until the right con- 
sistency is reached (bread flour, high gluten, or 
semolina flours can require up to 4 tablespoons of 
additional water). : ; 

Remove the dough from the processor. Knead it 
briefly into a ball. 

Lightly oil a 2-quart bowl with vegetable oil. Roll 
the ball of dough around in the bowl to coat it with 
a thin film of oil. Tightly seal the bowl with plastic 
wrap to trap in the moisture and heat from the 
yeast’s carbon dioxide gases. This will help the 
dough rise faster. 

Place the bowl in a warm, draft-free place, 
preferably in a gas oven witha pilot light. For elec- 
tric ovens, set the thermostat at 200F for 10 
minutes and then turn the oven off; this should 
provide enough heat to raise. the dough. Be sure 
the oven is off before you put the dough inside, or 
it will begin to cook. Let the dough rise for 30-45 
minutes. 

Once the dough has doubled in bulk, punch it 
down by pushing your fist into it. All of the gases 
will escape quickly, and the dough will collapse. 
Remove the dough from the bowl and knead it 
again for about 1 minute. 

The dough is now ready to be patted or rolled in- 
to pizza’ or to undergo additional rising. (All dough 
made with bread, high gluten, or semolina flour 
really need a second rising time, anywhere from 
15 minutes to 1 hour, to develop their gluten 
potential). Added rising times and further 
kneading produce a more refined, even crumb

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structure in pizza crust. 

To raise dough a second time, add a bit more oil 
to the bowl and repeat the procedure indicated for 
the first rising. The dough is now ready to be 
shaped. 

For a slightly thicker crust, let the dough rise 
again in the pan for 10-20 minutes before baking.

If you wish to have pizza the next day or even- 
ing, prepare the dough through the point where it 
is just removed from the food processor and is 
placed in the oiled bowl and refrigerate overnight. 
The next morning, the dough will have doubled. 
Punch it down, knead for one minute and return to 
the refrigerator. Take the dough out 30 minutes 
prior to use. ee 

Still look like too much to fuss with? If you have 
a bread machine, all you need to do is put the in- » 
gredients together, turn on the machine, and two 
and a half hours later, it’s all done. The only limita- 
tion is the size of the crust. A one-pound machine 
will make two 10- to 12-inch pizzas or one 14-inch 
pizza. One.and a half and two-pound breadmakers 
will make proportionally larger batches of dough. 

There are also a number of simpler ways to 
make pizza crust, none of which are as involved as 
making yeast-risen dough. There are recipes us- 
ing Bisquick as a base, rice crusts, whole wheat 
crusts. You can buy frozen pizza dough, canned 
mixes (in the dairy section at the grocery store), 
box mixes, or you can simply slice a loaf of 
French or Italian bread in half, spread with sauce 
and add toppings. Another option is to use 
English muffins as a base. 


THE THIRTY MINUTE PIZZA 

Preheat oven to 500F. 

Lightly coat a pizza pan or screen with 
vegetable oil. Sprinkle pan lightly with coarsely 
ground yellow cornmeal. 

THE DOUGH: 

1 package fast-rising dry yeast 

3 cups all-purpose white flour (bread or high 
gluten flour is not appropriate for this recipe) 
1 cup hot tap water (120-130F) 

Y2 teaspoon salt 

Mix the yeast with 1 cup of the flour in a mixing 
bowl. Stir in the hot tap water and blend until no 
raw flour shows. Stir in a second cup of flour and 
the salt, and mix quickly until the dough comes 
away from the sides of the bowl. The dough is 
ready for kneading. Knead for 5 minutes.

Dust the work surface and your hands with 
some of the third cup of flour and turn the dough 
out of the bowl. Knead in the remaining flour a bit 
at a time, using a dough scraper to prevent stick- 
ing. Don’t treat the dough gently - push and pull at 
it vigorously. Knead only until the dough is no 
longer sticky. It should be smooth and elastic and 
should spring back when pressed. 


Press the dough out into an 8-inch circle with 
your fingertips and then roll or stretch it out into a 
15- or 18-inch pizza shell. Fit the shell onto a 
prepared pan. 

Top with pizza sauce of your choice and your 


favorite pizza toppings. Finish off with a touch of 
olive oil. 

Bake 15 minutes. ees 

Next week, we’ll move on to sauces and topp- 
ings for pizza. Making your own pizza dough isn’t 
as involved as it looks, as a great deal of the time 
is spent in the rising process. Give it a try. The 
results are well worth the effort.

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Emmy Award-Winner Vincent Dowling Visits 
Eighth Graders At Agawam Junior High

Vincent Dowling, an Emmy Award-winning ac- 
tor from Dublin, Ireland, again visited with 
Agawam Junior High School’s eighth grade 
students recently. 

Dowling was in the area due to an engagement 
sponsored by the Agawam Cultural Council at the 
Public Library on Friday, March 5th, to present 
‘Potpourri of Theatre, Anecdotes and History.” 

Three years ago, Dowling became founding 
director of the Miniature Theater of Chester (a 
hilltown near here) and brought with him 10 years’ 
experience as the former astistic director of 
Ireland’s Abbey Theatre. (He is also a lifetime 
associate director there.) é 

For nine years, he was the artistic and produc- 
ing director of the Great Lakes Shakespeare 
Festival in Ohio, and producing director of the 
Pacific Conservatory of the Performing Arts. He 
has produced over 60 shows (both as a director 
and as an actor). 

Dowling has been a visiting professor and lec- 
turer at the University of Missouri, Western 
Michigan University, Cal State Northridge, the 
College of Wooster, and Loyola University in 
Chicago. In 1989, he was awarded the Loyola- 
Mellon Humanitarian Award at Loyola University. 

Comedy - The Most Difficult Kind Of Acting 

At the Junior High School, Dowling told 
students, “Comedy acting is the most difficult of 
all acting.” 

Students presently had to read “‘The Importance 
of Being Earnest’’ by Oscar Wilde, which (according 
to Dowling) ‘‘is supposed to be the best English 
comedy ever written.” 

One student reluctantly offered her opinion on 
the piece, saying she did not find it comical. Dow!l- 
ing responded, “Never be afraid to open your 
heart. If art doesn’t stir you, then it’s not right for 
you,” 

Dowling performed a scene from ‘..Earnest’’ 
wherein the “proposal is sealed with a kiss.” The 
young man’s earnest proposal of marriage is ex- 
amined by a lady to determine his worthiness (and 
found to be ‘‘most unacceptable since he was 
raised in a cloakroom and part of a parcel”). 

Dowling later told students he found that Oscar 
Wilde “rejected stereotypes in his writings,” 
which were ‘“‘honest, interesting, and 
fascinating.” 

He then read Rudyard Kipling’s “Danny Deever”’ 
from the eighth graders’ books and said, ‘‘Poetry 
needs to be said out loud.” 

He added, “That’s a tough little poem, but 
poetry doesn’t all have to be heard. Most of poetry 
is about love.” 

He recited a poem about Wilde’s 10 year-old 
sister and commented, “Through the poem, that 
child is alive forever.” 

Dowling asked students to interpret William 
Carlos’ “The Lonely Street,’’ which he recited to 


them from their books. He noted, “It is just a mo- 
ment in time caught by the poet.” : 
He then told the students a story about his 
friend Godfrey, who visited a ghost town in the 
United States to enhance the point that “the 
English and the Americans are sometimes refer-

red to as two people separated by a common 
language.” 
Acting As The Shy Man’s “Revenge” 

Dowling then talked to the students about his 
forte in life. ‘Acting is. the shy man’s revenge. 
There is no better way to explore the differences 
between people than acting. You did it as a small 
child before all the self-consciousness of teen 
life. Acting will help you go back to that and find 
who you really are. 

“There’s really no life you can’t lead if you find 
that center of yourself. The theatre is the place 
where you examine the right to everything without 
taking away anyone else’s rights,” said Dowling. 

He concluded, ‘‘As Edward Gwynn (the actor 
who played Santa in ‘Miracle On 34th Street”) once 
said, ‘Acting is harder than dying.’”’

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Musical History Presented To Middle School

Music throughout history was presented to 
Agawam Middle School fifth and sixth grades ina 
unique cultural program by Brian Gillie entitled 
“Song In America, ’’ The Middle School PTO spon- 
sored the two performances presented Tuesday, 
March 2nd, in the school’s auditorium. 

Gillie has a master’s degree in education and 
has been giving professional performances to 
students for over 15 years. He began his musical 
saga with the entrance of English songs brought 
to the Colonies by the Psalm book of Henry 
Ainsworth in 1620, and used recorded narrations 
by ‘‘Dr. Jive” to interpret the passing of years. 

Secular or non-religious songs were taught by 
traveling singers and English ballad operas as 
early as 1710 (but were prohibited in some parts of 
the Colonies up until the 1750's), according to 
Gillie. 

Songs became political and spread by means 
of fliers called ‘‘Broadside” with the beginning of 
hostilities between the American Colonies and 
England in 1773, which led to the Revolutionary 
War. The most popular song of the war was 
“Yankee Doodle” (originally a British nursery 
rhyme). 

Hats that were predominant for the times were 
donned by Gillie to. help set the scene, and he 
never hesitated to utilize whatever instrument it 
took to accompany his fine voice. 

Civil War Apparel & Songs 

During the Civil War era, the Union soldier's 
blue uniformed hat was worn during the recanting 
of “Battle Hymn of the Republic,”’ and the Con- 
federate’s gray was not forgetten by Gillie with 
ADIixien * 

A cowboy hat represented America’s continued 
expansion westward in the 1840's, with songs like 
“Get Along Little Doggies.’’ Back east, humorous 
songs about the machine age began to appear, 
and pianos brought an age of sheet music and 
elegance to a peak in the 1880's. 

The Gay 1890’s began a more liberated and self- 
assertive American lifestyle, ending the 
“Puritanical” age. Irving Berlin’s ‘‘Alexander’s

Ragtime Band” gave credibility to the new style of 
syncopated piano that greeted the 1900's, and 
Gillie. skillfully played a few tunes for his au- 
dience. : } 

Dr. Jive told students that, ‘‘Music was inter- 
rupted briefly when the United States entered 
World War |,"’ and then Broadway shows were us- 
ed to help boost the morale for the war effort with 
songs like ‘‘She’s a Grand Old Flag.”” 

Black silk top hats and big-name composers 
converged on New York City, which became the 
songwriting capital of the country known as Tin 
Pan Alley. Sonne from this period were “‘When My 
Sugar Walks Down the Street, ’’ and “I Can’t Give You 
Anything But Love.”’ 

Students Involved In Performance 

Gillie plucked dancing partners and strolling 
mates from the audience and swooned over a few 
pretty young ladies to get the students involved. 
They practiced their refrains and joined right in 
whenever he looked to their backup. 

A few of the teachers had to recall their best 
dancing steps when Gillie pulled them up to jitter- 
bug or waltz, and everyone’s toes began tapping 
to the foot-stomping country and western music 
of the late 1940’s, which led to the “Nashville” 
sound of today. 

Hats were exchanged for wigs when Gillie pro- 
gressed to rhythm and blues, and the auditorium 
began a pulsating clap to the beat of Chuck 
Berry’s ‘Johnny B. Goode.” 

No American music tribute would be complete 
without an imitation or two of Elvis Presley, the 
“King of Rock and Roll,” and the evolution of rock 
into the 1960’s with the Beatles and Beach Boys. 

Onto the 1970’s disco sound and the 1980’s 
breakin’ and funk,” Gillie kept 
everyone barely able to contain themselves in 
their seats. 

His finale of the ‘90’s with (M.C.) Hammer-time, 
rap, and the latest offerings from MTV created an 
avalanche of sights and sounds that left the au- 
dience exuberant.

Daggot, formerly with the New York Depart- 
ment of Education, has offices in Japan and 
Korea to advocate change in education for those 
countries as well as the United States, according 
to Ryder. 

Ryder invited the School Committee to hear 
Daggot as the keynote speaker of his Interna- 
tional Center for Leadership in Education on April 
8th, because it will involve areas Agawam is now 
concentrating on: curriculum review to prepare for 
future education, and the inclusion of the 
business community. 

He said students have already viewed the 
videotape for the Superintendent’s Symposium 
scheduled for Thursday, May 13th, at Agawam 
High, when an academic discussion will ensue on 
“The Year 2000: Learn Or Perish.” 

Basis Of Education In The United States 

Daggot’s opening comments in the film stated 
that education in the United States is based on 
the assumption that “we must look to the past” 
for guidance, and that our “basic problem in 
education today is that we have not defined the 
purpose of (it).” 

He further noted, “All the reform movements of 
the 1980’s didn’t work because the purpose is 
threefold: prepare them as good citizens; prepare 
them to go on to post-secondary education; and 
prepare all people for employment.” 

He said past education is failing students 
because “we no longer have a labor-intensive

society, but have developed a huge service 
sector.” : , 

Daggot said, “The service sector is about the 
business of automation and produced a decline in 
the number of workers and an increase in the 
amount of technical skills needed by the remain- 
ing workers.” ; . 

In New York, he said, one employee is paid 
$29.50 per hour to operate a machine that takes 
orders and prepares fast food for McDonaids. 
That is the only person employed at that 
restaurant. ; 

He added, “Forty-four percent of the United 
States’ work dae today collect, analyze, store, 
and process data.” 

Caner Technology In U.S. And Abroad 

Daggot talked about laser technology and a 
process called fusion being used in foreign coun- 
tries to create seamless clothing with a perfect 
fit. 

in contrast, he said, the United States is the on- 
ly country in the world that has not changed from 
a keyboard method (which slowed down the 
keyboard to keep the typist from jamming the 
keys at a time when the manual speed of 140 
words per minute was too fast for the keyboard to 
handle). 

“Today, the electronic keyboards from 1989 on 
can handle up to 1,400 words per minute, but we 
still have not changed,” said Daggot. 2 

It was highlighted that in 1988, one-million 
foreign born and educated people were brought to 
America for some of the highest-paying jobs here 
in the United States. 

“Our young people are simply not prepared for 
the global work force. Every signal from an 
economic point of view shows that from labor we 
are on acollision course,” Daggot noted. 

He concluded, ‘Love your children more than 
your schools, and you’ll change your schools.”

Metal Levels In Our 
Bodies Of Water 


Last fall, | sent a letter to Governor Weld of 
Massachusetts questioning the absence of 
testing for metals in our streams and other bodies 
of water in the state. | understand that a budget 
cut can be used as an excuse for not keeping up 
on the amount of dangerous metals in our water 
sources. 

| received a nice letter in return, saying that his 
Department of Public Health was concerned and, 
when money was available, the Department would 
reinstate the policy. : 

Quabbin Reservoir was discovered five years 
ago by wildlife officials to have high concentra- 
tions of mercury in fish. There is still no accoun- 
tability for the source of pollution. Warnings not 
to eat certain fish caught in the reservoir are likely 
to remain in effect indefinitely. 

Wildlife biologists first detected high mercury 
levels in five fish caught at Quabbin in the sum- 
mer of 1987. Tests of more than 100 fish during 
the next year confirmed the finding. 

If ingested in high enough concentrations, mer- 
cury can cause birth defects and damage to the 
central nervous system in humans. It ac- 
cumulates in the tissues of fish, so even if the 
mercury levels in the water are safe (as they are at 
i the concentrations in older fish may not 

e. 

DPH officials say bass and lake trout that are 
under 24 inches long and caught in Quabbin are 
safe to eat. But, women of child-bearing age and 
children under 12 years of age are warned not to 
eat any other fish caught there. Other people are 
warned not to eat bass and lake trout more than 
24 inches long, and to limit their meals of other 
types of fish caught at Quabbin to one meal of 
five ounces per week. 

The U.S. EPA estimates that fish contamination 
warnings for mercury andother toxic chemicals— 
including polychlorinated biphenyl! (PCB), dixoin, 
and lead—have been issued on nearly 400 bodies 
of water in the nation. 

Health advisories about contaminated fish 
have been issued for Quabbin and four rivers in 
Western Massachusetts. The Housatonic has 
been cited for PCB, the Hoosac River for PCB, and 
the Miller River for PCB and mercury. 

PGB, which has been linked to cancer and birth 
defects, was used as a coolant in transformers 
until it was banned by the federal government in 
1979.

Philip G. Coates, Director of the Division of 
Marine Fisheries, announces that new flatfish 
regulations for anglers are in effect. 

‘A seasonal closure (currently in force) and a six- 
fish angler bag limit for summer flounder (or fluke) 
are two measures recently adopted by the com- 
mission, in line with actions taken by the Atlantic 
States Marine Fisheries Commission and the Mid- 
Atlantic Fisheries Management Council to help 
rebuild stocks of the popular fish. 

The new regulations complement last fall's 
Massachusetts winter flounder fishing restric- 
tions, which also included bag limits, seasonal 
closures, and minimum sizes. 

The closed season for fluke is now October 1st 
through May 14th, and the legal minimum length 
for landing it is 14 inches overall. Again, the daily 
catch limit is six. ; 

Anglers are limited to a bag of 10 winter 
flounder after a closed season from March 1st to 
April 30th. A limit of 12 inches must be observed. 

The Massachusetts State Council of Sport- 
smen will file legislation for the use of rifled bar- 
reled shotguns for deer hunting. (With the increas- 
ing loss of hunting land, WHY?) The ‘Massachu- 
setts Bow Hunters Association has refiled legisla- 
tion to allow the use of mechanical releases on 
bows. : 

“The Hunter Education Bill has been refiled, and 
the Preemption Bill has been filed; this would pro- 
hibit cities and towns from passing ordinances 
that would impact or prevent implementation of 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife management 
plans and regulations.
